The proposal is also for $10,000 at double those

td Saroka, insurance consultant for Jefferson 
Standard Life, said the plan was “not abad oeal.” but 
argued that students do not need the plan even if it is 
inexpensive. He said less than one percent of this 
kind of term insurance results in death claim. He 
added students need life policies sooner or later but 
Said it is better to acquire the most permanent 
coverage in a whole life policy with cash values that 
can be borrowed on. Saroka said the $5,000 is not 
enough for funerals which cost more than $6,000

Life or encourage students to do so He said 
students should “buy insurance like you buy a car,” 
meaning they should look at various plans before 
deciding upon one 

Fidelity Union Life is licensed and reputable ac- 
cording to the state Department of Insurance. Ac- 
cording to a Consumer Reports 1977 article, Fidelity 
Union sells an insurance policy to one out of 20 
college seniors in the country Cederbiom said in 
addition that the company sells 60 to 80 percent of 
its insurance to students 

Fidelity Union offers other polic'es including 
graduate's preferred, a whole life policy students 
may purchase on term conversion. Other policies in- 
clude the college master plan and the president's 
preferred plan. These two policies were included in 
the Consumer Reports articie, where the college 
master was Cailed a “gold mine for the company and 
a financial albatross for many of its young buyers.” 

Gibson was offered one such policy and others 
are sold to CSUS students Students are sometimes 
given promissory notes at eight percent interest to 
help with college master premiums, according to 
Cederblom 
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| find it fascinating how certain campus per 
sonalities continue to explain, understand and jus- 
tify the brutai Soviet invasion of Afghanistan 
Instead of soundly condemning Russian aggression 
and presenting a united front in favor of a Soviet 
withdrawal, this clique persists in creating con-

For example, the Feb. 26 issue of the Hornet car 
ried some remarks concerning President Carter's 
press conference on the Afghanistan issue One 
professor felt the Soviet invasion was “at least 
understandable” in light of congressional reiuc- 
tance to ratify SALT 1 and the presidential decision 
to place cruise missiles in Europe 





Another professor attempted to explain away 
Iran's excesses as a reaction to “Soviet fears” of the 
Islamic revolution presently in progress throughout 
the Middie East. “A Moslem population on the 
Soviet’s southern burder growing by leaps and 
bounds,” he says, is causing them a great deal of 
anxiety 


And one government professor even attempted to 
justify the Russian move by likening it to similar 
American actions in Vietnam and the Dominican 
Republic. He would have us embark upon yet 
another journey of introspection while Russian 
tanks continue to bombard the freedom - loving 
peoples of Afghanistan. “Our own closet isn't free of 


According to the dictionary. the word critic 
means “one who finds fault.”

After reviewing the film “Jonathan Livingston 
Seagull,” Art Murphy of Variety magazine dubbed it

Since that day, throughout recent memory. the 
critic's tendency has been toward complete 
negativism. A preconceived judgment that ail 
movies are guilty of being terrible until proven in- 
nocent. Innocent, of course, by the critic’s aloof 
standards. The film and its entertainment value — be 
it high or low — take a back seat to the critic's acid 
ego - ridden put downs 


The movie industry and, sadly enough, the public 


one - upmanship. “I'll bet | can think up more nasty 
adjectives than you.” 


Even the Hornet's Charles Moore gave in to this 
monkey - see - monkey - do philosophy. His recent 
review of the film “Saturn 3” ballooned to nearly 16

Women’s Center and State Hornet plead for ASI funds

An increase of more than $9,000 
over last year's $890 budget was 
requested by the Women's 
Resource Center Thursday at the 
Associated Students, inc. Budget 
Hearings 

The center, which is primarily 
run by a student/volunteer staff, 
functions as a coordinating center 
for a variety of services with a 
feminist perspective 

increases in salaries and wages 
account for the largest part of the 
increase. Last year $240 was 
budgeted for salaries and wages; 
next year's request is for more than 
$6,006 

Center Director KiNi said the 
center lacks continuity because of 
the great turnover of staff each 
semester. "We need a paid position 
for continuity,” she said 

There was also alengthy debate 
over the center's need for a per- 
manent location Thecenteris now 
housed in the women's studies 
program department but has no 
connections with that program 

“We don't nave our own space 
KINi told the senate “We need 
space desperately We have been 
asking for space for seven years 
We don't need larger space, we 
need space!” 

Director of the Festival of New 
Music Gene Savage presented his 
request of $2700, a $2400 increase 
over this year's budget 

Savage explained the money 
was needed to help fund the 1980 
Festival of New Music on campu: 

The festival, which wil! feature 
17 musical events in two weeks 
has been increasing in size and 
popularity since its beginnings in 
1978 

Last year, approximately 300 
student performers played to a 

; total audience of about 692,000 
radio and television broadcasts in 
cluded, said Savage 

When an admission charge was 
suggested, Savage said, “One of 
the good things about the festival 
is that, up until now, we have been 
able to keep the concert free 

The State Hornet, which did not 
receive ASI funds last year, re 
quested $14,618 Substantial in- 
creases in costs for all areas of 
Production brought about the re- 
quest. There was a significant in 
crease in salaries and wages 

State Hornet acting Business 
Manager Sharon Loomis said ad 
ding a student assistant and 
reinstating the business manager 
increased that area of expenditure

Anne Bancroft’s ‘Fatso’ 
Refreshing film has integrity, honesty

Anne Bancroft has been star- 


“ting in films for years She is 


probably best remembered as the 
mother - seductress in “The 
Graduate,” with Dustin Hoffman 

Now she has embarked on a 
new career as a screenwriter and 
director 

The film is “Fatso.” and it is a 
fine first effort. It stars Dom 
DeLuise, Brancroft, Ron Carey 
and Candice Azzara 

It chronicles the life of an Italian 
man, portrayed by DeLuise, who 
from birth has been trained to eat 
to relieve emotional distress 

‘Fatso” is being advertised as a 
comedy, but actually is a love story 


with some very dark comic over- 
tones 

It is a very fun movie to watch 
mostly because the writing, direc- 
ting and performing contain 
elements of something missing in 
most films today honesty 

It isn't that this film is brilliant 
because it isn't. But. in its own 
limited way, it approaches the sub 
ject with a simplicity and 
emotional iniegrity that is both 
refreshing and fulfilling 

As a screenwriter, Bancroft 
makes an impressive first showing 
She deais with the matter of being 
overweight with sensitivity and 
humor She makes the audience 
see the person inside the she! 
instead of making a mockery of 
them

There are weaknesses in the 
script. At times there is a tendency 
to go for the Slapstick 
humor, but in general, it is cans 
sistentiy free of cliches 

Dom Detuise has always 
appealed to something in me. He 
has a childlike teddy bearish 
quality that is reminiscent of the 
guiieiess innocence of Charlie 
Chaplin. When his face breaks into 
that cherubic smile it is aimost im- 
possibie not to grin back 

In “Fatso”, DeLuise uses that 
Quality io its utmost, and gives a 
sensitive touching performance as 
a gentie person who in 
fortunately, cannot help overeat- 
ing when faced by a crisis 

Candice Azzara. as DeLuise’s 
girl friend, also deserves mention 
for her insightful portrayal of the 
simpie honesi woman who loves 
the fatso without judging him by 
his appearance 

Bancroft also gives an energetic 
and enjoyable performance as 
DeLuise’s sister 

Director Bancroft develops a 
sure and steady rhythm to her 
work that only occasionally falters 
Fatso” ambles along at its rather 
leisurely pace, but it is a romantic 
and weil thought out jaunt that 
takes us into the lives of her 
characters 

Many of the scenes contain 
comedic elements. but the single 
intentionally uproarious scene is 
one in which DeLuise and two

He just blossomed and 
went on to win a first place at Angel's Camp in the 
celebrity jumping.” 
You think he's putting you on. But Delight and 
Jelly Bean are just two of the celebrity frogs. There’ 
also Dinah Shore's Dinah, Johnny Cash's boy ro 
named Sue and Dolly Parton's Dolly Do, attractive in 
her orange bikini with “48 double D cups in frog 
sizes,” according to Steed 
At the end of the six week course, diplomas are 
awarded, stating that the frog has satisfactorily 
completed the prescribed course of study in 
hypnopedia and amphibian mind power.” 


This month Steed and his frog handlers will travel 
to Buenos Aires, Argentina to tape a television 
program about his frogs. He looks forward to the 
trip. recalling the warm reception he and the frogs 
got in Caracas, Venezuala in 1976
